Mr,  Chaiman,  hoodies  and  Gentleuen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  ny  xCnnual  Report  on  the  heo,lth  of  the 
district  for  1971  > which  I hope  will  be,  .as  in  the  past  a useful  source  of 
reference.  The  details  of  the  year's  activities  are  described  in  the  first 
part  of  the  report  followed  by  tabulated  details. 

The  urban  district  still  continues  to  develop,  the  nid  1971  sstlniated 
population  being  17,200  whereas  the  prelininary  census  figures  of  the 
Registrar  General's  1971  census  gives  the  district  a population  of  17,005* 

This  is  1,055  core  population  than  in  the  1970  fi.gures,  and  over  4>500  people 
nore  than  the  I96I  figures  for  the  district.  This  population  growth  indicates 
the  new  housing  developnents  which  have  taicen  place  within  the  district.  The 
Cens\is  breakdown  of  the  1971  figures  into  various  age  groups  is  given  in  the 
text  of  this  report  together  v;ith  details  of  neighbouring  districts. 

There  were  515  births  during  the  year,  13  less  than  in  1970  giving  an 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  21,7  compared  with  the  Rational  fi^giro  of  I6,  The 
birth  rate  is  now  falling  as  conparod  with  noro  recent  years,  indicating  a, 
nore  settled  populOvtion,  There  were  6 infant  deatlis  under  one  year  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  I9,  which  compares  with  the  National  Rate  of  18, 

It  must  be  remembered  that  in  the  Urban  Districts  all  vital  sta,tistics  tend 
to  fluctuate  more  readily  than  in  the  heavier  populated  County  Boroughs  and 
comparisons  need  to  bo  made  over  several  years, 

A total  of  195  deaths  was  registered  during  I97I,  a decrease  of  16,  giving 
an  adjusted  death  rate  of  13,1  as  compared  with  the  National  Rate  of  11,6, 

There  was  a decrease  in  tlao  Infectious  Diseases  notified  in  1971  162 

as  compared  with  214  in  1970,  tho  majority  of  these  cases  being  the  I54 
measles  notifications.  Measles  still  remains  at  present  one  of  the  main 
causes  of  morbidity  among  young  children.  Immunisation  is  available  against 
the  disease,  and  parents  are  slowly  beginning  to  accept  this  for  their 
children.  Routine  imm  nisation  is  also  available  against  diphtheria 
tetanus,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitic,  either  through  the  General’ 
Practitioner  or  at  the  Local  Health  Clinic,  These  injections  are  offered 
to  all  children  and  parents  are  urged  to  accept  tliis  protection  for  their 
children,  /n  QQF/o  acceptance  rate  is  desired  to  ensure  adequate  co’uaunitv 
protection.  Immunisation  against  rubella  (German  Measles)  is  also  available 
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for  girls,  ages  11  to  I5,  The  policy  regarding  routine  vaccination  against 
smallpox  was  altered  by  the  Department  of  Health  during  I971  and  it  is  now 
no  longer  offered  rout inally  to  infants#  "At  risk"  groups  are  still  offered 
smallpox  va-ccination#  The  control  of  smallpox  if  a case  should  occur  would 
have  to  be  by  adequate  gener.al  public  health  measures  involving  constant 
tracing  and  general  surveillance# 

The  housing  clearance  programme  continued  slowly  and  the  tallcs  on 
refuse  disposal  continued  with  the  neighbouring  authorities#  report  was 
fina,lly  submitted  by  the  Refuse  Disposal  panel,  but  much  work  still  remains 
in  this  field# 

During  1971,  the  proposals  for  Local  Government  Reform  wore  made  Imown 
by  the  Government  and  it  became  clear  that  Environmental  Health  was  to 
remain  within  the  sphere  of  the  New  Metropolitan  District  of  which  Crompton 
becomes  part#  The  Public  Health  Inspectorate  was  to  be  located  within  one 
of  the  departm.ents  of  the  New  Streamline  Districts,  the  office  of  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  disappear#  Various  steering  committees  and  officer’s 
panels  have  now  been  established  a,nd  are  workirig  very  hard  to  provide 
information  for  the  general  steering  committee,  to  try  and  make  the  transfer, 
and  most  important  the  services  to  the  public  to  go  as  smooth  as  possible  in 

1974. 


The  final  document  on  the  Unification  of  Personal  Health  Services  is 
expected  shortly  but  it  is  apparent  that  the  Local  Authority  Personal  Health 
Services  will  be  included  along  with  local  hospital  and  general  practitioner 
services,  within  an  liTea,  Health  Authority,  its  boundaries  most  lilcely 
corresponding  with  the  New  Metropolitan  District  12f#  The  "Community 
Physician"  is  most  lilcely  the  doctor  to  be  seconded  for  a.dvise  to  the  Local 
Authority  Departments  to  assist  with  environmental  and  other  health  aspects 
within  the  sphere  of  Loca„l  Government#  The  "V/elfare"  and  other  Social 
Services  of  the  Local  Health  ixuthority  ha.ve  now  been  absorbed  into  the  New 
Socia.l  Service  Dcpartiaent  which  wa.s  finally  established  within  the  Lancashire 
County  iirea#  On  the  whole  we  have  to  look  forward  to  a "new"  future  and  I 
am  sure  a.ll  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Departrient  will  work  hard  to  make 
certain  tha.t  it  gives  as  satisfa.ctory  a service  as  Crompton  Public  Health 
Departrient  ha«s  maintained  up  to  the  present,  a.t  the  sane  time  maintaining 
services  until  change  over  time  arrives# 

In  conclusion  I must  thank  the  Cl'C-irman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  both  the  present  and  a^lso  Mr#  l/hittingslow 
who  resigned  from  this  post  during  the  year#  I would  .also  like  to  thank  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  staPf  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
continued  a.ssistnnce  a,nd  support,  including  the  preparation  of  this  report#

The  Urhn,n  District  of  Crorpton  covers  sov'g  2,C65  acres  located  on 
the  v/estorn  slopes  of  the  Pennines  on  the  frin pe  of  the  South  Lancas]:ire 
Industrial  :\rea,  varj'-in  hetv/een  55C  to  1,3'-^  feet  above  sea  level.  It 
is  Icunded  on  the  north  by  the  Urbrn  District  of  riilnro\/,  on  the  south 
and  west  by  the  Urban  District  of  Ro^'^ton,  on  the  south  by  the  County 
Dorouyh  of  Cldhcu"'.  and  on  tlie  east  by  the  Urbrun  District  of  Saddlcworth 
in  the  V/est  Rid  in.-  of  Yorksliire. 


Much  of  the  outlyii\,’  area  is  comprised  of  a;ricultural  and  noor 
land.  In  spite  of  so:ig  contraction,  textiles  re-ioans  the  chief  industry. 
Cttier  industries  include  electric  la  ip  :.ianufa,cture  and  lipht  erv'ineerin;’. 

TliG  district  is  divided  into  foiir  v^ards,  North,  South,  East  and

Table  1 shov/s  the  principal  annual  statistics  for  the  years  1971, 
1970,  1966  and  1961* 

The  number  of  deaths  in  I97I  was  I95  (as  compared  with  211  in  1970), 
giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  I5.I  (15*3)  to  compaare  with  the  national 
figure  of  II06  (ll*7)o  As  in  recent  years  the  principal  causes  of  death 

were  degenerative  disea.ses  of  the  cardia.c  and  nervous  system,  cancer  and 
also  diseases  of  the  coronary  circulationo  In  general  this  reflects  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  old  people  in  the  population  and  the  decreased 
importance  of  in^fectious  diseases  as  a,  cause  of  death. 


Ta-bles  2 ^nd  3 show  deaths  by  ca,use  and  age  respectively© 

Six  infants  died  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  Table  4 details  causes 
of  infant  deaths  during  the  year.  The  main  loss  of  infant  life  wan  tlirou^^ 
premaoturityj  at  present  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  can  be  avoided.  All 
pregnant  women  should  be  encouraged  to  attend  for  inte-Natal  care  an  early 
as  possible  in  their  pregnancy. 

Comparability  Fantor.  This  figure  is  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General,  and  is  used  to  a.djust  the  loca,l  crude  birth  and  death  rates  so 
that  they  can  be  compared  with  the  birth  and  death  rates  for  England  and 
V/ales  as  a whole.

There  v/as  a decreane  in  the  nuLiber  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified,  l62  cases  compared  with  214  canes  in  1970.  Table  5 sets  out 
the  age  distribution  of  persons  notified  as  suffering  from  infectious 
diseanes,  and  Table  o compares  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseane  in  197 

with  previous  years. 
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Measles* 


There  were  134  cases  of  measles  in  1971  c,s  against  169  in  1970o 
Measles  vaccination  is  now  available  locally,  and  parents  care  now  more 
ready  to  except  the  vaxcine* 

Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning* 

There  was  only  1 ca,se  of  dysentery  ajrid  no  ca-ses  of  food  poisoning 
officially  notified*  A total  of  129  faecal  speciraens  was  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laborcatory* 

Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis* 

As  in  recent  yenrs  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  were 
notified  in  the  area  during  1971#  Parents  are  a.dvised  to  tal:e  a,dvanta^e 
of  the  immunioation  which  is  avaiLable  to  protect  against  these  disea-ses* 

\'/hooping  Cough* 

There  were  2 cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  in  1971  against 
10  in  1970  but  fortunately  these  causes  vrcre  mild,  though  the  cough  itself 
actually  leasts  for  about  one  month* 

Scarlet  Fever* 


There  were  6 CcUses  of  scarlet  fever  in  1971  c-s  agcainst  9 in  1970, 
again  with  a^equeate  treatment  the  disease  is  usually  mild* 

Infective  Jaundice* 


There  were  17  cases  in  I97I  as  aga.inst  16  in  1970.  Infective  Jaundice 
has  now  been  notifiable  for  two  years  but  it  is  still  not  possible  to 
determine  the  extent  of  morbidity  duo  to  this  diseouse. 

Tuberculosis* 


No  now  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  I97I,  At  the  end  of 
1971  there  were  12  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  10  pulmonary  and 
2 non- pulmonary* 

In  general  nowadays  most  cases  are  notified  oaxly  and  can  be 
satisfactorily  treated*  The  M.M.R.  unit  is  available  for  X-ray  purposes 
and  appointments  can  be  made  through  General  Practitioners* 


Meningitis* 

During  the  year  2 cases  of  meningitis  were  notified*

Mr«  Chairnan,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  /uinual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  1971. 

Once  again,  a considerable  amount  of  the  staff’s  tir.ie  was  devoted  to 
the  problems  of  refuse  collection  and  had  actual  records  been  kept,  I have 
no  doubt  the  results  would  have  been  quite  startling.  Because  of  certain 
conditions  in  the  existing  incentive  bonus  scheme,  there  were  difficulties 
in  the  preparation  of  the  Work  Study  Officer's  report  and  all  the  points  had 
not  been  resolved  when  the  report  was  finally  presented.  It  was  immediately 
obvious  to  the  men  that  the  scheme  called  for  a substantial  increase  in  effort 
and  they  felt  that  the  extra  work  was  not  worth  the  extra  money,  not  unnaturally 
their  main  concern  being  the  final  column  of  their  v/age  pa,ckets  and  not  the 
first.  Eventually,  a trL?.!  period  was  arranged  but  the  attitude  of  some  of  the 
men  led  one  to  believe  that  it  was  intended  to  use  this  period  to  prove  that 
the  scheme  was  unworkable  rather  than  to  examine  its  practica-bility.  From  a 
personal  point  of  view,  I was  of  the  opinion  that  the  scheme  as  designed  would  ' 
have  been  extremely  difficult  to  administer.  One  appreciates  that  to  cover 
for  every  eventuality  in  a cleansing  service  is  a luxury  an  authority  can 
probably  ill  afford,  yet  plans  and  schedules  can  be  wrecked  any  day  by  vehicle 
breakdown,  siclaiess,  inclement  weather  etc.  etc.,  and  I felt  that  some  of  the 
tir.iings  were  so  tight  that  almost  immediately  any  of  these  obstacles  arose,  a 
regular  seven-day  collection  would  have  proved  most  awkward  to  maintcain. 
Unfortunately,  however,  events  never  allowed  my  pessimism  to  be  put  to  the 
test.  The  fact  that  there  were  tiraos  during  the  year  when  the  service  was 
unreliable  meant  that  there  was  a sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  complaints  and 
enquiries  and  I feel  it  would  be  very  wrong  of  me  not  to  acknowledge  the  most 
patient  and  courteous  way  in  which  the  departmental  staff  dealt  with  them. 

iifter  the  fiascos  of  1970,  it  was  pleasing  to  receive  a.ssurances  of  solid 
fuel  supplies  for  the  Winter  of  1971/72  and  there  was  no  need  to  repeat  the 
suspension  of  Smoke  Control  Orders.  It  is  a great  pity  that  the  implementation 
of  the  smoke  control  programme  in  the  district  has  been  delayed  on  two  or  three 
occasions  for  reasons  outside  the  Council’s  control  but  the  Council  loot  no  tine 
in  expressing  its  desire  to  get  on  with  the  job  and  a furtlior  area  was  given 
priority  in  tho  capital  programme  for  1972/73. 

During  the  yorr  twenty-three  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  and  ninetv- 
three  wore  donolishcd.  The  bulk  of  the  denolitions  wore  in  tho  Salts  Street 
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area  and  this  finally  renoved  vdiat  was  i.robably  the  worst  pocket  of  unfit 

dwellings  in  the  district  but  there  is  still  plenty  of  work  to  be  undertoJcen 
in  this  fields 

A very  inportant  event  of  the  year  was  the  publishing  of  the  Government's 
proposals  for  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  and  it  became  known  that 
Crompton  was  intended  to  be  one  of  eight  authorities  to  form  Metropolitan 
District  12(f) * The  constituent  authorities  of  12(f)  agreed  to  co-operate 
with  one  another  and  following  the  setting  up  of  a Steering  Corxiittoe  and 
a Clerks'  Working  Group,  other  panels  of  officers  were  formed  to  collect  data 
on  all  aspects  of  local  government  work*  Tl'io  first  meeting  of  the  panel 
considering  ’'Environr.iental  Health,  Shops  Acts  and  Refuse  Collection"  was  held 
in  Decembers  During  1972  regular  meetings  of  the  panel  have  been  taking  place 
and  the  work  of  this  panel  and  the  Markets  panel  has  involved  a considerable 
amount  of  time  as  well  as  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  departr'ient’ s work 
loads  It  is  also  the  main  reason  for  this  report  being  presented  rather  later 
than  usual 0 

I must  take  this  opportunity  to  offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairr.ian  and 
Moiibers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement 
throughout  the  years  I also  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and 
co~opera,tion  which  I have  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Clerk,  the  Surveyor,  the  Treasurer  and  their  staffs  and  to  my  colleagues  in 
the  Public  Health  Department  I say  a very  sincere  thank-you  for  their  effort 
and  support  at  all  timess

1)  IAVT/Pl  :^PLY. 

Public  Supply « The  West  Pennine  Water  Board  is  the  responsible  an tn or ity 
for  the  provision  of  the  v;ater  supply  for  the  {p?oat  majority  of  premises  in  the 
district. 

The  dry  weather  in  the  winter  and  spring  of  1971  produced  extremely 
difficult  problems  for  the  V^e.ter  Board,  Restrictions  on  the  use  of  hose-pipes 
were  imposed  very  early  in  the  year  and  though  a threat  hung  over  industrial 
and  domestic  services  for  many  months,  the  Board  managed  to  maintain  supplies® 
These  conditions  also  created  problems  with  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  wa,ter« 
The  Ilea-lth  Department  received  numerous  complaints  about  discolouration  a-11  of 
which  v;ore  referred  to  the  V/ater  Board  for  attention® 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chem.ico,!  examina,tion  of  the  rav;  water  and  the 
v:ater  going  into  supply  is  corried  out  by  the  Wcater  undertakers.  Reports  were 
received  from  the  V/ater  Board's  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  on  samples 
t-alcen  from  the  plants  serving  the  Crompton  area  and  also  on  samples  taken  at 
various  points  within  the  district. 

Private  Supply,  Fifty-five  houses  and  farms  depend  on  private  supplies 
from  wells  and  springs.  The  properties  are  mainly  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
district  v;hore  extensions  to  the  public  main  is  impra.cticable  and  uneconomic. 
Thirty  sai:iples  of  water  from  privc.te  supplies  were  talien  by  the  Department  and 
submitted  for  bantoriologica,!  exaiiination.  Twenty- tlireo  samples  were  reported 
as  satisfactory  and  seven  were  luisatisfactory.  Five  of  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  wore  from  one  source  where  the  oinor  of  a-  property  was  investigating  an 
alternative  supply  to  the  one  existing®  Ho  was  advised  that  he  should  disregard 
the  contamino.tod  source, 

2)  SE^/rjR.XE  i\J]D  SEV/AGE  DISPOSa.L. 


Apart  from  outlying  areas  where  it  is  impracticable  to  lay  main  sewers,  the 
whole  of  the  district  is  satisfactorily  sewered.  Sewage  is  treatod  at  the  New 
Hoy  and  Low  Crompton  V/orks, 

The  New  Hey  works  is  somowliat  overloaded  and  during  I971  it  became 
increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  a final  effluent  of  a standard  within  the 
River  Authority's  criteria®  With  regard  to  the  plan  to  linlc  the  Low  Crompton 
Works  withi  the  Royton  Urban  District  Council's  Works,  very  little  progress  was 
made  except  in  respect  of  the  design  of  the  sewer  system  within  the  Royton 
boundary. 

All  the  new  development  aiich  took  place  in  the  district  was  connected  to 
the  Council's  sewerage  syster:.

The  Mersey  and  V/eaver  River  Authority  is  the  controlling  authority  for 
the  rivers  and  streans  in  the  district, 

Sone  flooding  from  the  River  Beal  took  place  in  the  Buckstcnes  RoeB./ 

Milnrow  Road  area  on  one  occasion  during  the  year  and  the  Council  continued 
to  imess  for  an  early  start  on  the  River  Authority *s  schenie  to  inprove  the 
full  length  of  the  Beal  to  cater  for  a 1 in  10  year  stem, 

4)  PUBLIC  CLEiUTSIKG. 

(‘^0  Refuse  Collectiono  In  the  /innual  Report  for  I070,  I connenced  this 
section  by  connenting  that  during  the  yecor  the  refuse  collection  service  had 
experienced  nore  than  its  fair  share  of  troubles  and  difficulties,  V/hilst  there 
was  a substantial  improvenent  in  1971,  the  whole  atnosphere  of  the  service  was 
unsettled. 

The  report  of  tho  Work  Study  To  an  was  delayed  until  June  through  trying 
to  iron-out  a,  nunber  of  anonn,lies  that  ha.d  arisen  bGca,use  of  the  existing 
bonus  schene.  At  the  initial  meeting  to  explain  deta.ils  of  the  report,  it 
wa,s  apparent  that  the  men  were  not  the  least  bit  enanourod  with  the  proposals 
and  it  took  many  weeks  and  many  hours  of  informal  tallying  before  it  wn,s  finaJly 
agreed  to  give  the  now  schene  a,  trial.  Before  the  start  of  g,  trial  period,  an 
opportunity  v/as  given  to  the  men  to  learn  the  new  rounds  an  proposed  but  this 
did  little  else  but  cOvUse  confusion  in  many  parts  of  the  district  where  men  were 
working  in  what  to  them  v/as  a,  strange  area  and  the  departmental  telephones  v/ere 
red  hot  with  complaints  abotit  missed  bins. 

After  the  coni' :ence.ment  of  the  trial  period,  it  did  not  take  long  for  it 
to  become  obvious  tha,t  there  was  a grea.t  difference  of  opinion  between  the  men 
and  the  v/ork  study  team  as  to  whnt  constituted  a work  study  performance  rate, 

A comparison  of  the  existing  and  the  new  schemes  showed  the  original  one  to  be 
sonewha^t  generous  in  its  terr'is  and  also  that  the  men  were  rather  more  interested 
in  the  "job  and  finish"  incentive  of  the  old  than  the  extra  cash  incentive  of 
the  new.  Though  the  r’.en  could  hardly  be  ancused  of  being  downright  obstructive, 
tho  degree  of  co-opera,tion  left  a lot  to  be  desired,  yet  a,t  the  same  time,  one 
ha^d  to  have  some  sympa.tlij’'  with  their  views  and  feelings.  The  trial  period  never 
readily  got  off  tho  ground  and  a.t  the  end  of  the  year,  no  progress  had  been  made 
towards  implementing  the  sclieme, 

b)  Refuse  Disposal,  Tliroughout  the  year,  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  took 
plane  at  Oldlia'i  County  Boro'Ligh  tip.  The  length  of  ha.ul  and  the  tine  set  for 
tipping  last  loa.ds  caused  some  difficulties  on  the  collection  side  and  also 
showed  themselves  to  be  important  factors  in  the  design  of  the  work  study  scheme. 
Nevertheless,  the  arrangement  continued  to  work  v/ell  and  once  again  the 
department  received  excellent  co-operation  from  Oldham’s  Director  of  Public 

Cleansing  and  his  sta.ff. 

The  tip  at  Twinga-tes  wan  retained  for  the  disposal  of  industrial, 
commercial  and  certain  tra.do  refuse  and  for  Civic  Amenities  ^ict  purposes.  The

neasuros  adopted  in  the  previous  yocx  to  cvcrcone  sone  nuisonces  from  the  ip 
to  nearby  residents  again  proved  successful*  Only  a small  number  of  comp  ain  s 
were  received  from  these  residents  and  these  arose  when  people,  who  apparent  y 
were  too  lazy  to  use  the  f exilities  provided,  dumped  rubcish  on  land  near  tne 
tip  entrance* 

During  the  year,  the  authority  continued  to  participate  in  tne  Study  Group 
set  up  to  invostiga.tc  the  possibility  of  the  establislrment  of  regional  refuse 
disposal  to  serve  Oldham  and  district*  In  January,  consultants  v/ero  appointed 
to  conduct  a feasability  study  of  the  scheiae  covering  the  possible  combinations 
of  authorities  involved*  Negotia-tions  commenced  for  a,  site  for  the  proposed 
plant  on  the  Oldham/Royton  boundary  and  sometiiic  later  the  oi-ners  of  the  site 
indica,ted  their  willingness  to  sell  the  land  for  this  purpose*  Complications 
arose,  however,  through  the  new  arrangements  for  the  loccn  sanctions  which 
opora.ted  from  Ist  April,  through  the  withrlrav/aJ  from  the  scheme  of  the  Boroughs 
of  jlshton-under-L^ine  and  Mossley  and  from  the  publishing  of  the  draft  proposals 
for  the  rc-organisa,tion  of  local  government  which  indica.ted  tha,t  refuse  disposal 
was  likely  to  become  a function  of  the  Metropolitan  County  Authority  and  not  the 
Metropolitan  District  Authority*  Nevertheless,  progress  wan  ’'ia.de  and  by  November.’ 
the  report  of  the  Teclmical  Sub-Committee  wan  in  course  of  preparation  for 
presentation  to  the  constituent  authorities  early  in  1972« 

(c)  Salvage*  The  arrangements  whereby  loose  loa,ds  of  waste  paper  were 
sold  to  a local  merchant  cane  to  an  end  in  May  when  the  fin'i  moved  to  new 
premises  at  Bury*  A similar  arrangement  was  then  na.de  with  a.  firm  at  Milnrow 
but  this  only  lasted  for  a couple  of  months  when,  beca.use  of  the  depressed  sta.te  i 
of  the  market,  the  firm  decided  tha.t  the  sa.lvage  could  no  longer  be  axcopted 
imloss  it  was  properly  sorted  and  all  contraries  removed*  Facilities  for  this 

to  be  done  were  not  a.va.ilable  and  v/ith  the  labour  costs  involved,  it  v;ould  have 
been  most  imcconomic*  Enquiries  were  rnde  in  other  directions  but  eventually 
there  wa.s  no  r.ltornavtivc  but  to  transport  the  salvage  to  tip  a«t  Oldham*  For 
the  remainder  of  the  year,  the  separate  collection  of  v/n,sto  pa-per  from  the  shops 
in  the  district  v;as  continued  but  this  wan  purely  to  give  a reduction  in  the 
bulk  of  noma.l  refuse  collections* 

(d)  Refuse  Storage*  Under  the  Council's  dustbin  replacement  scheme,  422 
bins  were  supplied*  In  addition,  115  bins  wuro  sold  for  use  at  new  property  or 
an  additional  dustbins  at  existing  properties* 

Tlie  ff«  capacity  plastic  bins  were  aga.iri  extremely  popular  and  of 

the  tota.l  numbers  of  bins  issued  and  sold,  /[2'yo  v/ere  of  this  'type* 

The  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  and  collection  at  the  Council’s  Beal  Iley 
Estate  again  operated  successfully  tliroughout  the  year*  At  the  Smallbrook 
Estate,  the  previously  approved  system  of  the  use  of  plastic  tubs  with  sacks  as 
liners  was  put  into  operation*  One  or  two  residents  appeared  to  be  not  too  keen 
on  the  idea,  at  first  but  by  and  la.rge  there  wore  few  problems* 

5)  OFFENSIVE  IRxJ)ES. 


There  were  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  or  registered  in  the  district* 
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6)  RAG  FLOCK.  FRJMISES. 


There  were  no  licensed  nannfe.c tinkers  in  the  district  but  there  v/as  one 
registered  upholsterero  Conditions  at  these  prer.iisos  v/?re  o.lways  ieiind  to 
be  satisfactory* 

7)  SAITITiiRY  ACC0.TTQR..TI0N, 


One  waste  water  closet  was  dispensed  with  during  the  yeex  leaving  only 
two  in  tlie  district*  One  pail  closet  was  converted  to  the  fresh  water  systeii 
lea,ving  twenty-nine  in  the  district  serving  fifty- two  properties,  all  of  which 
are  in  outlying  parts* 

8)  AlTiOSRDJvIC  POLLUTION. 

(a)  Industrial*  Althcnigh  there  were  no  serious  infringevients  of  tho  Clean 
Air  ^iCts  by  industrial  concerns  during  the  year,  it  was  still  necessary  to  keep 
a watchful  eye  on  chii.ineys  in  the  district  and  visits  to  boiler  plants  not  only 
served  to  ronind  mill  engineers  of  their  obligations  but  also  that  the  loca,l 
o,utIi.rity  intends  to  naintahn,  and  wherever  possible  inprovo  upon,  the  rTucli 
higher  standards  aArea^dy  achieved* 

(b)  ^ nestic*  The  Suspension  Orders  for  tho  Edward  Road  and  Rushcroft 

Smoke  Control  /irea.s  na,de  in  September,  1970,  were  operative  until  50th  April, 
1971«  Thanlcs  to  a fairly  mild  winter  and  a.lso  duo  to  the  suspension  of  pre-1964 
orders  by  a considerable  number  of  local  authorities,  the  shortages  of  solid 
smokeless  fuels  v/ere  not  so  acute  as  anticipa,ted  and  supplies  were  pretty  well 
maintained  to  those  area-s  v/hich  remained  in  operation*  Fuel  was  also  more 
readily  avo.ila,ble  in  other  area^  and  the  expected  difficulties  follov/ing  tho 
end  of  suspension  hardly  materialised* 


The  Autumn  brought  assurances  for  supplies  for  the  winter  of  1971/72  and 
there  wa.s  no  need  to  consider  further  suspension  of  Orders*  The  Council  were 
thus  a,ble  to  continue  v/ith  tho  Smoke  Control  Programme  with  renewed  confidence 
and  a further  Smoke  Control  Area  v/as  included  in  tho  capital  progrrxrne  for  1972/73 
submitted  to  the  Lanca,shire  Capital  Allocations  Co’^imittee  for  financial  approval. 


(c)  Smoke  Ruisances*  Tliirty-five  visits  were  merle  during  tho  year  in  respect 
of  sr’.oke  nuisances  from  burning  in  the  open  air*  Many  of  those  visits  were  to 
small  industrirulists  v/ho  preferred  to  use  this  method  for  getting  rid  of  waste 
rather  than  spend  money  in  transporting  the  rubbish  to  tip  or  engaging  refuse 
disposal  contractors,  but  as  a result  of  the  De.pertnent ’ s persistence  in  this 
matter,  most  of  the  previous  regular  offenders  made  tne  necessary  alternative 
disposal  arrangements*  Tliere  v/ore,  however,  cases  where  the  culprits  v/ere 
individua,ls , not  always  from  this  district,  burning  the  insulation  from  cable 
in  order  to  recover  the  rietal  and  formal  action  had  to  be  threatened  on  quite 
a nur.iber  of  occasions* 

9)  RQDEITT  CONTROL. 

The  dota,ils  regarding  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  are  given  in  Table 
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12.  Of  the  total  nui.iber  of  conplaints  received,  69^  were  in  respect  of  nice. 
Warfarin  resistance  in  nice  broug’ht  its  problei.is  fron  tine  to  tii.ie  pj^ticularly 
at  prenises  where  it  was  difficult  to  obtain  the  required  reduction  in  the 
tenperabure  for  the  successful  use  of  alphachloralose  bait  biit  in  those 
situations  an  alternative  anti-coa^lant  bait  brou^^ht  reasonably  satisfactory 
results.  A private  conpany  was  enployed  to  carry  out  a sewer  treatnent 
tlireo-hundred  nanlioles  on  the  sewer  syston  were  baited  using  fluoracetanide. 

10)  DISm^ESTATIONS. 


During  the  year,  10  council  houses  and  21  private  houses  were  treated  by 
the  departnent’s  forenan  for  insect  infestations.  As  in  previous  years,  the 
nain  trouble  was  due  to  cockroaches. 

11)  DISINFECTION. 


Advice  on  current  disinfection  was  given  on  visiting  cases  of  notified 
infectious  disee.ses  and  free  disinfectant  was  issued  as  required. 

12)  S\7D1^TING  BATHS. 


The  capacity  of  the  plunge  at  the  Public  Baths  in  Pexrow  Street  is  65,000 
gallons,  supplied  fron  the  naips  supply.  The  method  of  treatnent  of  the  water 
is  continuous  chlorination,  aeration  and  filtration  and  the  turnover  pori.'d  is 
four  hours. 

Eighteen  samples  of  the  water  were  submitted  for  be.cteriological 
examination,  fourteen  of  which  were  reported  as  satisfactory.  Of  the  feur 
unsatisfactory  samples,  two  were  as  a result  of  a temporary  breaiedown  in  the 
plant  and  the  other  two  could  probably  be  attributed  to  a local  contamination 
in  the  plunge. 

15)  FACTORIES. 

The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  77. 
During  the  year,  the  factories  register  wc,s  brought  properly  up-to-date. 

Some  amendments  were  made  from  local  knowledge  in  a.ddition  tc  the  changes 
notified  by  the  Factories  Inspector  with  the  result  that  there  was  a 
reduction  in  the  total  for  the  previous  year  by  ten.  Forty-thiree  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year  but  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  noted. 

14)  OFFICES.  SHOPS  /aND  RAILWAY  PREIilSESo 

The  total  number  of  premises  on  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
premises  Act  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  77.  Of  these,  22  received 
a general  inspection  and  85  visits  in  all  wore  made  under  the  Act.  Ten 
contraventions  wore  foimd  and  informal  action  was  talcen.  One  accident  was 
reported  du::ing  the  yean.  The  prescribed  investigation  took  place  but  .as  the 
accident  was  a result  of  skj'lmking  between  two  junior  members  of  the  staff 
of  a shop,  no  further  action  was  necessary,  the  owner  having  already'  said  all 
that  was  needed. 
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15)  NOISE  .IBATEMETTT. 


Piv©  conplciin"ts  of  nois©  nuisancGs  wgi*o  iiivos'ti{^’ted  during  the  yeox 
involving  a total  of  59  visits*  Ono  nuisance  was  fron  an  industrial  preuises 
where  tanlcers  were  arriving  in  the  early  hours  of  t^io  .noming  and  noise 
fron  punps  during  the  discharging  of  lor/ls  wa-s  preventing  nearby  residents 
fron  sleeping*  Infomal  talks  with  the  nanagenent  resulted  in  a change  of 
working  schedules  and  the  nuisance  was  thus  abated*  Another  conplaint  cane 
fron  the  occupier  of  a house  next  door  to  a lavunderette*  Several  day, 
evening  and  weekend  visits  failed  to  substantiate  that  a nuisance  fron  the 
launderette  existed  but  investigations  were  still  being  continued  at  the  end

The  regular  inspection  of  all  types  of  food  inrenises  in  the  district  was 
continued  during:  tno  ye  ax®  Once  noro,  standards  generally  were  good  and  whore 
infringements  of  the  Regulations  were  found,  these  were  only  of  a minor  nature. 
However,  there  is  no  room  for  complacency  in  food  hygiene  work.  It  is  and 
probably  alv;ays  will  bo  an  extremely  important  section  of  environmental  health 
and  if  the  standards  which  are  now  common  place  are  to  be  mainta,ined,  regular 
and  frequent  visits  are  essential,

(a)  Moa>t  Inspection,  The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district

5)  MILIC  SUPPLY. 

All  the  milk  supplied  in  the  district  is  designated  and  the  main 
supervisory  responsibility  for  the  supply  rests  betv;een  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Lancashire  County  Health  Authority, 

Seventy-five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  the  year,  all  submitted  for  exajiination  for  possible  Brucellosis 
infect ion. 


Brucella  infection  was  found  to  be  present  in  one  herd  in  the  district 
and  a notice  was  served  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (GeneraJ.) 
Regulations,  1959,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  requiring  heat  treatment 
of  the  milk  before  sale.  The  notice  remained  operative  until  the  herd  was 
proved  to  be  free  from  infection, 

4)  ICE-CRE/iM, 

There  was  only  one  premises  registered  for  mnnufactijire  and  this  was  for 
soft  ice-creaj2.  Inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream  and  also  of  vehicles  operating  in  the  district, 

5)  FOOD  DRUGS  S.'dlPLIITG. 

Crompton  is  not  a Food  and  Drugs  Authority  so  that  the  responsibility 
for  sampling  for  analysis  is  tha-t  of  the  Lanca.shire  ^ County  Council,  The 
County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  supplied  the  details  given  in  Table  18,
